Continuation of 3. NOTE: The arguments regarding the rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, are not persuasive. 
The claim language, "a first collimator in addition to any other collimator that may be integral to the X-ray source" is vague and indefinite, 
especially in light of the language used: "in addition to any other" and "may be integral". These do not result in distinct claim language as 
is required under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. The amendment made to claim 11, "wherein the first collimator comprises a source 
collimator that is disposed adjacent but not integral to the X-ray source" would require further search and consideration.
